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Harbor Features 

> Located on Lake Ontario at the mouth of 
Twelve Mile Creek in the Town of Wilson, 
Niagara County, New York 

> Authorization: River & Harbor Acts of 1945 
and 1968 

> Shallow draft recreational harbor 

> Project depths are 8 feet in the entrance 
channel and 6 feet within the Tuscarora Bay 

> The channel is approximately 4,900 feet long, 
80 feet wide, and suitably widened at bends 

> East and West Piers provide a total of 1,331 
feet of protection to the Harbor 

> Major stakeholders include Town of Wilson, 
charter fishing interests, private marinas, and 
the recreational boating community 

Project Requirements 

> The harbor requires dredging every 3-5 
years in order to maintain the navigation 
channel. The full harbor was last dredged in 
2000 when 5,100 cubic yards (CY) of 
material was removed. Maintenance 
dredging is currently required to maintain the 
functional harbor areas. Work is scheduled 
for 2017. 

> Deteriorated sections of the West Pier require 
repairs to restore proper function of the 
structure.
